You'd think th a t after generations 
of struggle for p u m a sw arj (absolute 
independence) the Indian peninsula 
would ring w ith unadulterated Joy, 
but tile ceremonies are m arred by 
fears and distrust. 
The partition of the peninsula into 
separate governm ents has been n e­ 
cessitated by the Inability of the 
Hindus and the Moslems to compose 
their age-old religious differences. 
Bo great is the division th a t it hasn't 
even been possible to establish 
federal governm ent which could co­ 
ordinate the efforts of the dom inions 
and the princely states affiliated 
with them 
Much Disturbance 
That is the rea*son w*hy you read 
in your new spapers today th a t coni 
m unal strife between the H indus and 
the Moslems is causing bloodshed 
and destruction in various p arts of 
the peninsula. T he leaders of the 
new dom inions are trying to h alt this 
w arfare, but the circum stances of 
the division of territory have added 
to the anim osities and it is difficult 
to control mob passions. 
It (could be too m uch to believe 
th a t we have seen the last of this 
fighting, or to expect the dom inions 
to work in harm ony a t the outset. 
The very n ature of th e territorial 
division is an invitation to trouble, 
because P akistan (the sm aller do­ 
m inion) is m ainly agricultural while 
India contains not only agricultural 
resources but virtually all the m an u ­ 
facturing w hich has m ade India the 
eighth industrial nation of th e world 
Hope for Future 
To this m ust be added the fact 
th a t Pakistan is divided into two 
widely separated p arts so th a t the 
dom inions straggle about and cut 
into each other Uke a jigsaw puzzle, 
This m eans th a t the long railways 
are 
constantly 
crossing 
frontiers, 
where presum ably there will be pass­ 
port and custom s inspection, con­ 
sum ing endless hours and roughing 
tem pers of travelers. 
However, while the advent of pur- 
r.a sw araj is m arked w ith these and 
eth er com plications, there is sound 
reason to be optim istic regarding 
ultim ate solution of the problems. 
Th* very economic difficulties, which 
at the outset will cause friction and 
perhaps even serious trouble, m ust 
in the end force the dom inions to 
cooperate. 
The day will come when the fac­ 
tions of the sub-continent will m arch 
in step.

COBB ON BASES

Jackie Robinson. Brooklyn’s daring 
young man on the basepaths, was 
being acclaimed today as the great­ 
est base runner the major leagues 
have seen since the departure of 
Ty Cobb. 
Robinson made two hits in yes­ 
terday's 10-5 Dodger victory over the 
Boston 
Braves 
which 
increased 
Brooklyn's first-place lead over the 
Idle St. Louis Cardinals to three and 
a half games. 
After Johnny Bain struck out Ed 
Stanky, Dodger leadoff batter in the 
first Inning, Robinson outlegged a 
bunt down the third base line and 
when Sain, in hLs anxiety to nip the 
speedster, threw wild past first. Rob. 
lnson raced all the way to third. The 
Brooks followed with. three more 
hits, sent Bain to the showers, and 
scored four runs. 
Two In A Row For Phils 
In the fifth Robinson crossed up 
the Braves with a push bunt. Before 
Boston got out of the inning the 
Dodgers had scored five runs and 
-taken a safe lead 
Behind the six-hit pitching of 
Lefty Ken Heintzelman, the P h ila­ 
delphia Phillies made it two in a row- 
over the New York G iants with a 
5-2 victory. Both G iants tallies came 
as a result of home runs. Billy Rig- 
ney hitting his 16th and Bobby 
Thomson his 23rd. 
Hal Newhouser, entrusted with the 
Job of preserving Detroit’s tw o-run 
margin over the St. Louis Browns 
in the eighth inning of the second 
game of a tw ilight-night twin bill, 
gave up three runs and dropped his 
13th decision against ll victories.

I line because peace doesn’t break out 
; all of a sudden. 
Strikes do. 
Yet there’s an awful lot of peace

And now, for the 
first tim e on a m ajor scale, this 
peace Is being held up to the light, 
put under a microscope, and made 
to say “ah." 
It was June 18 that the National 
Planning 
Association 
<NPA) 
a n ­ 
nounced its study into “the causes of 
industrial peace under collective bar­ 
gaining." 
Remarkable Response 
The NPA is a private, non-profit, 
non-political organization of leaders 
from Industry, labor and agriculture. 
The response has been rem arkable. 
It is easily the most im portant 
•Didy of labor relations being made 
today* It bs one of the most im- 
jyortant ever made in America, 
Big labor investigations of the 
past, congressional and otherwise, 
have m ainly sought the causes of 
industrial strife 
Not this one. 
The NPA. with the cooperation 
of such universities as Yale, H ar- i 
vard, Chicago, and California, Is 
sending real labor authorities into j 
about 15 large companied. They will 
May for m any weeks, even months. 
Tried And Tested Methods 
These firms are being chosen for 
their excellent labor relations, good 
working conditions, high morale. 
Some tim e in 1948, the 15 reports 
will be made. Then they will be 
summarized by a group ©f authori­ 
ties. The summary will be a tried- 
and-tested textbook of how com ­ 
panies and untons can get along to­ 
gether for their m utual good 
In June, the NPA a ked for nom i­ 
nations of firms suitable for such a 
study 
Today more than 900 dif­ 
ferent companies have been nom i­ 
nated, and the 
nom inations still 
come. 
Uncle Sam Cooperates 
The NPA estim ates th at if all the 
people involved were paid salaries, 
the study would cost $350,000. 
Ac­ 
tually, about $50,000 will be spent. 
The money will come from a foun­ 
dation, its identity not disclosed. 
This is the sort of study the labor 
departm ent would like to make. 
It 
wanted to begin this year, but con­ 
gress declined to provide the funds 
Tire departm ent has offered its 
cooperation to the NPA, and secre­ 
tary of labor Schwellenbach says 
the NP A’s June announcem ent was 
•perhaps one of the most significant 
pronouncem ents of our day . . 
a 
well-conceived program 
. . unique 
. . . heartening and timely,” 
The staff of the joint congressional 
labor study com m ittee, created under 
the T a ft-H artley act, has consulted 
with NPA leaders and hopes to make 
use of their findings.
